A RLOT IN'JAVAL 
The Straits Times of April 15:aays 
- By latest Java papors received from: 
Batavia, we have the following account of 
the late insurrection which took ‘place’ at 
Bekassie. It is said to have been owitig to 
the eccvntricities of a lunatic Malay, tiamed 
Natta, residing at ‘Yambong, in the district 
of Meester Cornelis, who declared to his 
countrymen that Tambong, thi property 
of a. wealthy Chinese, belonged to him, 
The Malay was taken into custedy by the 
Duich authorities who had him removed to 
the Hospitil at Meester Cornelis, ‘whither 
160 of his fellow-men armed with weapons 
went shortly aftor for the purpose of reacus 
ing him. ‘They were met on the road by 
Mr-De Kuyper, Assistant Resident of 
Meester Gornolis with a party of police, 
who ordered them to deliver up their arms; 
which they refnsed to do, whereupon Mr 
De Kuyper fired upon the. assailants with . 


"| his revolver, and desired his followers: to 


do the same. As soon asa few of the in- 
surrectionists were killed, the rest became 
enraged and attacked Mr De Kuyper and 
his followers, and succeeded in killing that 
gentleman and eight of his men... This took 
place early on the morning of. Saturday, 
8rd. April. Only orie man-of Mr De Kuy- 
per’s followers. eacaped, and he went to . 
Meester Cornelis, where a large number of 
Dutch soldiers aro garrisoned, and.reported 
the . circumstance to the ‘Commanding 
Officer, who.sent 150 men ‘in «search of the 
insurgents.
